After a winter which saw all
records for payment of unem-
ployment insurance in Califor-
nia_broken, the number of  peo-
ple’ obtaining” weekly checks in
this state is decreasing.

This announeement was made
today by James G. Bryant,
chalrman of the California Em
ion C

slon, who said that with the bc~
ginning of seasonal employment
throughout the state, insurance
payments gradually are starting
to drop.

Bryant quoted April figures to
indicate the decrease. For the
week ending ‘April 4, ‘the de-
partment paid 195,351 unemploy-
ment insurance checks, . com:
pared to 184,586 for -the week
ending April 25.

New claims for insurance, he
pointed out,. are the best indi-
cation of prospective decreases.

16,330 persons filed new insur-
ance claims, but by lhv end of
the month, only 9799 claims
were filed. .

Some decrcase in veteran re-
adjustment allowance payments
also is evident, Bryant said,
with weekly claims
from 12130 during the first
part of April to 10,835 during
the last weeck in the month.

The total of all claims, Bry-
ant said, dropped from 360,308
the first week in April to 334,
693 the last week of the month.
